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To his Excellency, CHARLES ROBINSON, Governor af the State 
of Kansas: 


Siz :—In conformity to alaw passed at the last session of the Legisla- 


ture, it becomes my duty to report to your Excellency, “the condition of 
the Library, the number purchased during the past year, and the cost: 


thereof, the number of volumes received by donation, &c., withsuch sug- 
gestions and further information as may be deemed by him desirable,’ 
would respectfully submit the following : 

first, The condition of the Library is comparatively good, so much so, 
that it is not deemed necessary to make any alterations in the enlarge- 
ment of the room, or otherwise, during the coming year. 

Second, The number of volumes contained in the Library, is three 
thousand three hundred and seventy-four, as will be seen by the accom- 
panying statement. 

Third, At the last session of the Legislature there was appropriated the 
sum of two hundred dollars for the purchase of books, which still remains 
unexpended, it being deemed entirely insufficient ; therefore, no purchases 
were made, 

Fourth, No Books have been donated to the Library during the past 
year, with the exception of the exchanges of books with other States, and 
of this class, there has been but few comparatively. 

A careful examination of the Law Library shows that about half the 
nutabers of volumes comprised in it, are made up of unbound pamphlets. 


.- and duplicates, which are comparatively valueless, The volumes which 


are of use do not exceed fivahundred and fifty, and these are not well 
_ selected. There are no text books of code practice among them, and 


very few code reports ; nearly all the sets of reporis are incomplete, and 


there is not a full collection of reports of any one State, Very many of 
the State Reports have been contributed to the Library within ue past 
three or four years, comprising only the later volumes,

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I respectfully recommend that an appropriation of two thousand dal- 

lars be made to be expended in filling up the broken sets of reports, furn- 

ishing a good collection of code texts books, and supplying such other 
deficiencies in the Library as shall be found to exist,
